FUNDS FOR DIRIGIBLES 
URGED BY COOLIDGE 


President Recommends That 
Congress Make Provision 
for Two Ships. 


(Assoctated Press.) 

President Coolldge yesterday recom- 
mended to Congress that funds be pro- 
vided for the construction of two dirig- 
ibles. authorization for which already 
has been granted. 

Congress last year made $200,000 
available to begin work on one of the 
rigid airships, but the money was not 
spent because the Navy Department 
could not obtain bids which came with- 
‘n the statute forbidding government 
construction on a cost plus basis. 

The suggestion of the President was 
that the Secretary of the Navy be 
authorized to contract for the con- 
struction of the two ships to cost not 
more than $8,000,000. The budget this 
year recommended an addition of $1,- 
800,000 to the $200,000 already avail- 
able. The recommendation would en- 
able the Navy to use this money to start 
on both ships as it has been advised 
that one ship would cost $5,000,000 but 


two could be constructed at the same 
time at a cost of $8,000,000.

FIRESTONE’S RADIO 
TO LIBERIA OPENED 


Direct Communication Begun 
Over a Distance of 
4,600 Miles. 


Akron, Ohto, March 19 (A.P.).—DI- 
rect radio communication between tne 
industrial City of Akron and the new- 
ly-opened rubber fields of Liberia, was 
established late today, with receipt of 
a message from Harvey 5S. Firestone, 
jr.. now on an tInspetcion trip to the 
rubber plantations of the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co., in western Africa, 

The message was sent from a sta- 
tion 4,600 miles distant to the local 
station on the root of the Firestone 
plant. The transmitters of both sta- 
tions operate on a wave length of ap- 
proximately 43.5 meters. 

Mr. Firestone, accompanied by Mrs. 
Firestone, has been in Liberia since 
early January preparing for today’s 
radio test. In his first report today he 
said that the Liberian government of- 
ficials were cooperating th the com- 
pany’s effort to make Liberia an im- 
portant rubber producing country. 

He also reported that in the past 
year the field forces had laid out two 
50,000-acre plantations, one on the Du 
River and the other 150 miles south 
on the Cavalla River. These two plan- 
tations represent a beginning in the 
cultivation of 1,000,000 acres, he said. 
The first trees will bear five years 
from the date of planting and some 
rubber ‘now is being made into tires 
from a small plantation previously 
cultivated.

AMERICANS ARE SILENT

Geneva Switzerland, March 19 (A.P.). 
Russia today appealed to the United 
States to join it in forcing immediate 
action on the Soviet proposal for total 
disarmament within four years. The 


appeal was made before the preparatory 
committee for a disarmament confer- 
ence by Maxim Litvinoff, head of the 
Russian delegation. 

M. Litvinoff, after attacking the 
methods being followed by the league 
and demanding immediate public de- 
bate on the Russian plan alluded to the 
proposals of Secretary of State Lellogg 
for the outlawry of war and ‘then 
added:

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VOLUNTARY RALL MERGERS, 


An actual demonstration as to how far the 
Yailroads may go toward a regrouping of 
transportation facilities without additional 
legislation may be given soon. Executives of 


-the big Eastern railroads are said to have all 
~but agreed on a four-system plan to be pre- 
sented to the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


The plan proposes to eliminate the contem- 


_ plated fifth trunk line, which L. F. Loree has 


been seeking to promote. Short line roads 
have been distributed on a basis that is said 
to be acceptable to the Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
& Ohio, New York Central and the Van 
Sweringen interests, and where bitter war once 
threatened, peace appears to be in sight. 


: The importance of the regrouping in the 
Eastern territory lies in the fact that it is the 


key to the entire question of rail consolidation 


‘up to the point to which the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission is now authorized to go. 
Numerous proposals have been made to that 
body for consolidations, but nove as yet has 
been approved, due to the commission’s desire 
to have a satisfactory solution of the HWastern 
problem presented. It would have been futile, 
the commission has felt, to sanction cansgoli- 
dations in other sections which might have 
hampered agreement among the big Hastern 
trunk lines.

The same object, then, will have 
been achieved to which President Coolidge 
referred recently. He reiterated his desire to 
have Congress enact further legislation to 
carry out the railroad consolidation plan. If, 
however, the railroads have already agreed 
upon the new transportation structure, it will 
be easy to take the additional steps which 
Congress may authorize. The next result will 
be, as the President stated, that the railrvads 
which have been marking timé in the way of 
developments and improvements will feel war- 
ranted in making such expenditures. In 
reaching their own agreement they will, more- 
over, have facilitated a task that under 
outside pressure might prove to be increas- 
ingly difficult, 


WHERE AGE HOLDS ITS OWN. 


While it is almost axiomatic that this is the 
day when youth will and must be served in 
sports, there are occasional demonstrations to 
the contrary. The leader of the peripatetic 
pack which is on its way from Los Angeles to 
New York afoot is Arthur Newton, of Rhodesia, 
well in his forties. Last week Clarence De 
Mar, aged 39, won a 44-mile road race and set 
a new record for the distance in doing so. No 
marathon race is complete without such en- 
trants as Mike Lynch, of local fame, who must 
be verging on 50, and Bill Kennedy, brick- 
layer by trade and long-distance runner by 
avocation, who is approaching 60. 

And yet a long-distance race is considered, 
and rightly so, the supreme test of endurance. 
A man who has taken part in one is able to 
walk only with pain for several days there- 
after. The test requires perfect coordination 
of the heart, lungs, and all the muscles in 
the system. There is, nevertheless, expert 
testimony that marathon runs are not for 
young men. Youths in their twenties, who 
predominate in most forms of athletics, sel- 
dom excell in the lengthy runs. They are 
warned that they are too young for such 
endeavor. 

Although age alone seems to bring the 
stamina for such runs, no one has yet ex- 
plained the reason why. In football, base- 
ball, rowing, tennis and the prize ring the 
peak is reached and passed much more quickly. 
The veterans may remain in competition, but 
they do not lead the way. When they get 
ready to retire from other tests of skill they 
are just about ready to join the marathon 
brigade. It is the last refuge for age, still 
safely held against the invasion of youth. 


THE LASH AND THE LAW, 


The most astonishing of the statements made 
by Judge Marcus Kavanagh, of Chicago, in 
his book on crime, is that there are only 350,- 
000 persons in the United States who make 
their living wholly or partly by crime. The 
wonder grows when considered in the light 
of the accompanying declaration that these in- 
dividuals were responsible for 12,000 murders, 
and that their loot last year would have paid 
for the Panama Canal. Taken collectively 
there is reason to question Judge Kavanagh’s 
figures, for surely the murder rate is not as 
high as he would have it in proportion to the 
criminal population.

Judge Kavanagh's advocacy of the lash is 
a confession of weakness. The civilized world 
has generally rejectod the theory of bodily 
punishment. What could be gained by the 
return to such a practice so long as the causes 
of cNme, which the jurist states so clearly, 
remain? It would be much better to attempt 
to remedy the condition of the public mind and 
the courts than to restore tho whipping post. 
Its use might only gain converts for that school 
of sentimentalists, which is seeking to abolish 
the more humane punishment now imposed 
upon those who have transgressed the laws of 
the land. 


THE RUBBER POOL, 


The additional $60,000,000 credit made 
available to the American rubber pool brings 
its resources up to a total of $100,000,000. 


Formed originally late in 1926 as a means 
of combating the Stevenson rubber restric- 
tion act of Great Britain, the pool, composed 
of leading tire, rubber and automobile manu- 
facturers, has been able to force prices to 
reasonably low levels. Origiually the life of 
the pool was limited to August, 1927. Sub- 
sequently it was extended until April 1, 1928, 
and the fact that it hag now arranged for an 
additional credit larger by a third than the 
original is taken to indicate that its life will 
be further extended. 

The British rubber restrictious 
worked out wholly as anticipated. 
American poo! first entered the 
purchased rubber estimated at 65,000 tons 
at from 35 to 41 cents a pound. The influ- 
ence of this heavy holding, together with talk 
of synthetic rubber and the activities of Har- 
vey Firestone, Ilenry Ford and other Ameri- 
cans who are systematically working out plans 
for production of their own rubber. have com- 
bined to force prices down to the present 
level of about 25 cents a pound. The pool, 
therefore, has lost money on its holdings. 
Yet’price stabilization undoubtedly has to a 
greater or less degree offset such loss, and if 
rubber has reached a low level, many be- 
lieve, it probable that rubber purchased 
with the new loan will advance in price 
enough to offset tho earlier losses. 

It is apparent that Great Britain tinuds ber- 
self in a quandary as to how best bandle the 
Stevenson restriction act. It has not worked 
well, and some time ago it was rumored that 
the British governmevt would withdraw or 
modify the restriction. Upon this informa- 
tion the American market reacted sharply, 
aud the charge bas been made openly tin 
London that the American speculator was 
able to make money at the expense of the 
British rubber shareholder, who was not in- 
formed of the proposed chayge. The im- 
pression is abroad in London that Amerlcan 
diplomatic pressure is behind modification of 
rubber restriction. For this reason it seems 
certain that the British government will not 
recede from its present position radically at 
the present time. 

The British government, in connection with 
rubber, is not in an enviable position. With 
$40,000,000 capital available the American. 
rubber pool was able to defeat to a consaid- 
erable degree the purpose of the restriction 
act. With an additional $60,000,000 capital 
it seems likely that it maintain prices 
within reasonable levels indefinitely. 
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CHEERING UP HOSPITALS, 


It would seem to the layman that a note fas 
been struck in the new Presbyterlan Hospital 
in New York which similar institutions in 
other cities might well imitate. The hishly 
sanitary but cheerless note that all hospitals 
have sought to achieve for the last few decades 
has been abandoned. All reminders of tllness 
have been eliminated or subdued. Instead, the 
new plant is modeled along hotel] lines. Rooms 
and their furnishings have been made attrac- 
tive. Menus of an a la carte variety are 
offered patients not upon a restricted diet. 
Everything is done, in fact, to banish the “‘hos- 
pital blues.” 

There is no reason why this should not be 
done generally. The existing technique of 
hospital construction grew out of a@ desire to 
banish all possible hiding places for dirt and 
germs, and to make the furnishings as prac- 
tical as possible. In order to do this, it was 
necessary to follow severe lines at first. The 
advances in hospital operation and sanitation 
which have been made recently permit of im- 
provements. A room or an object may now 
be utilitarian and attractive at the same time. 
New and effective means of banishing con- 
tagion make it possible to dispense with ugli- 
ness. | 

The new theory ought certainly to be a 
useful adjunct to medicine and surgery. A 
patient forced to lie for days in a dull and 
ugly room can not help but become introspec- 
tive. Bright surroundings give some cause for 
cheer. Creature comforts should assist in re- 
covery. No excuse now remains to make the 
sufferer feel that his ailment is bad enough, 
but that being in the hospital is worse.

SPEEDING UP BASEBALL, 


There is much to be said for the announce- 
ment made by the new president of the Ameri- 
can League, E. 8S. Barfhard, that the games in 
his organization are to be speeded up this sea- 
son. The new. baseball boss has promulgated 
several regulations designed to put an end to 
dilatory tactics, and expressed a willingness to 
evolve others if the ones now in force are not 
sufficient to accomplish the result that he de- 
sires. The Barnard theory, and it is a good 
one, is that only the exceptional nine- -inning 
game should last more than two hours. 

The new rules, however, will necessitate 
revision or counsidérable baseball strategy. It 
was Clark Griffith himself, when still a pitcher, 
who perfected the art of annoying and con- 
fusing opposition batters by deliberating over 
his task. Those who played with Griffith say 
that he was not a great pitcher, but that few 
excelled him in tte art of getting batters off 
balance. Similar tactics have been employed 
in baseball ever estes and have, if anything, 
been improved. 

There are iil he in the major leagues to- 
day who can be counted upon to consume at 
least a half an hour more than the average in 
every game they start They adjust their uni- 
forms between every vall thrown, inspect the 
position that every man in the field has taken, 
peer several times at the ecatcher’s signal and 
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renee to steady down a nervous moundsman 
are not uncommon. Speed between innings is 
never usual, unless enforced. 

All of these things Barnard has set out to 
cure. ‘The task falls upon the shoulders of 
the umpires, who are prone to regard each new 
regulation as an additional grievance. Life, 
they feel, presents enough difficulties without 
the imposition of any new cares. What the 
American League president has ordered can 
be done, and if the umpires carry out his in- 
structions faithfully the pleasure of the spec- 
tators, who have often yawned and groaned 
at the old methods, will be considerably in- 
creased. 


3 RARE AMERICANA, 

Two recent announcements are of the high- 
est moment to every one who takes an iuterést, 
even if it be a minor one, in literary and 
linguistic studies. The first is to the effect 
that the Journal of Victor Hugo, which was 
purchased several years ago by the elder J. P. 
Morgan and has ever since lain in manuscript 
in the Morgan library, 33 East Thirty-sixtb 
street, New York, is to be published next year 
under the auspices of the French Academy. 
The editor is to be Prof. Frederic Hoffher of 
Columbia University. This projected publica- 
tion has awakened the liveliest speculation. as 
it is naturally expected to bring out many 
hitherto undisclosed details of Hugo’s life and 
work, 

The second item of news that has caused 
more or less of a sensation is the statement 
that Mrs. Anna Woerishoffer has purchased 
and presented to the Gould Memorial Library 
of New York University the collection of seav- 
eral thousand volumes forming the private 
library of Wilhelm Streitberg, formerly pro- 
fessor of comparative philology at the Univer- 
sity of Leipzig, who for years was one of the 
leading linvgulsts of the world. This librury 
of Prof. Streitberg is considered by experts to 
be one of the most completo collections af 
books on comparative philology in existence. 
The collection weighs three tons, but unt]! it 
has been catalogued—a work that will require 
several months—the exact number of volumes 
it contains will not be known. 

Simultaneously with these important Ameri- 
can announcements comes from KMngland word 
that the library of the “Wizard Earl’ is tu be 
s0ld in London on April 25 and 24. The wizard 
earl was Henry Verey, ninth Warl of Northum- 
berland, who lived during the reigns of Eliza- 
beth, James I and Charles I (1564-1682), and 
himself ranked cighth in succession to the 
throne of England. He was ono of the lead- 
ing figures of his time. His collection, which 
is being sold by order of his descendant, Lord 
Leconfield, contains many rare Americana, both 
manuscripts and published books. Among the 
manuscripts are those of William Strachey’s 
“Tlistorie of Travel into Virgina Britania”’ and 
George Percy's Relatyon of the Pro- 
ceedings * * * which have happened in Vir-

More than any writer of her generation 
whose memoirs have so far been published, 
Mme. de Hegermanpu displayed the art of the 
letter-writer. She possessed it to perfection. 
Her comments and sketches of Washington life 
during the days of Grant and Hayes, Conkling 
aud Blaine are unsurpassed. Witty, informa- 
tive and original, their author makes the 
period live again in her pages. From America 
she went to Rome, thence to Stockholm, from 
there to Paris and, finally, to Berlin. She met 
everybody who was worth meeting in two 
continents; she hobnobbed with kings, who 
delighted in her wit and beautiful voice; she 
was the intimate friend of Ole Bull, Adelina 
Patti, the Abbe Liszt, and a score of authors 
ahd musicians whose names are not~yet for- 
gotten.

In fact, it Is 
hardly more than mentioned in current engineering literature. It was 205 
feet high, of which 30 fect was below stream level. It was 169 feet thick at the 
base, 650 feet long on top, and contained 175,000 cubic yards of concfete. It was 
not a straight dam, but curved upstream with a radius of 500 feet. Not a very 
big structure, as dams go, nor did it hold much water—a total of 38,000 acre- 
fect; that is, enough water to cover 1,000 acres 38 feet in depth. 

For comparison, we may take the Roosevelt Dam in Arizona, one of the best 
known, but not largest in the West. It is 280 feet high, nearly twice as long, 
and contains twice as much material as the St. Francis. Behind it, however, 
are stored 1,300,000 acre-feet, or nearly 40 times as much water. The highest 
dam yet built of which we have accurate knowledge is the Arrowrock Dam, 
above Boise, Idaho, nearly 350 feet high and holding back 280,000 acre-feet of 
water. 

There are dozens of dams throughout the country built by municipalities, 
water power corporations and by governmental agencies comparable itn size to 
the St. Francis Dam. Fallure of this relatively new dam out of many brings 
in the question as to whether this was an exceptional case or whether some 
of these other dams may fail in course of time. 

It is true that cach and every one of these structures, big and little, has a 
limited life; ultimately cach will require renewal or replacement. A dam, 
like a bridge or similar structure, is in one sense an offense against nature. 
All of the forces of heat and cold, of wind and water, chemical and physical, 
are working on it untiringly day and night, in season and out,-trying to tear 
it down. There is no one of these natural forces which is making it stronger. 

This means that human effort must be pitted against the forces of nature 
in a continual, never-resting contest. There must be constant care on the 
part of some intelligent and competent agency. Too often it is assumed that 
having once built a great structure, according to the best of the then existing 
information and engineering skill, it cam be left alone-for a period of years; 
at least given casual annual inspection. Here is where nature fools us. The 
weakening effects are not always apparent, even to the trained observer. 
There must be a continual questioning as to whether appearances can be 
trusted. 

One State, Pennsylvania, taught severe lessons not only by the great 

Johnstown disaster, but by the failure of the Austin Dam and other smaller 
structures, maintains more or less careful supervision. Out of possibly 4,000 
dams coming under the cognizance of the State, it appears that upward of 
100 each year need some work which might otherwise not be done upon them; 
a score of smaller dams usually call for drastic action. 
, Other States have made a gesture toward inspection; in California there is a 
rapidly growing State authority over the waters of the State. It appears that in 
the case of the St. Francis Dam the engineers of the city of Los Angeles who 
designed and built the dam were not acting under State supervision. 

Although as yet we know little of the details, it appears from the preliminary

Whichever may be the case, the lesson taught is that in all such work there 
should be a more thorough study than has usually been given to such matters, 
particularly in connection with the foundation of the dams. 

We know that in this part of California in particular, and to a certain degree 
everywhere, the rocks which composed the so-called “solid” crust of the earth 
are in motion. They are being slowly worn down by the combined effects of 
wind, water and temperature changes. More than this, they are being shattered 
from time to time by small as well as large movements of the earth’s crust in 
its attempt to adjust itself to changing conditions. Microscopic earthquakes, 
those which can be detected only by the most delicate instruments, are taking 
place daily. At irreguiar intervals of months, years or decades, some of these 
movements are notable, or even alarming. We quickly forget tHem; the oldest 
inhabitant can not tell when the last destructive earthquake occurred in 
Boston, Charleston or the Miseleelppt Valley, although at the time they were 
terrifying. 

The man who is designing and building dams, however, must not forget 
these, nor must he ignore the mass of information which is gradually accumu- 
lating concerning the movement of these solid rock masses. More than this, he 
should study conditions for the particular locality and continue these studies 
through as long a period as possible. To do this he must have the support of 
his employers or of public opinion.» To gain this support it is undesirable to

instead of having the reinforcement o! 
slope on the outside. The weight of 
the immense downward pressure of the 
water would have held it down'in place, 
instead of the immense volume exert- 
ing entirely an outward pressure.

The invitation was extended after 
Representative Furlow (Republican), 
Minnesota, read a letter from the flyer 
in which he said he was “earnestly tn 
favor of any legislation that will give 
the officers of the Army Air Corps rank 
and pay that are just compensation for 
the service rendered and the risk con- 
nected with the service.” 

“It is clear that this condition does 
not now exist,” the letter added. 

“Military aeronautics call for risks 
that need not exist in properly organ- 
ized and usual commercial aviation 
Military missions require skill and en- 
tail danger that call for pilots of unus- 
ual qualities. 

“Adequate reward for such services is 
necessary to attract and hold the type 
of officer needed. Especially is this true 
in the present stage of rapid growth ‘of 
the aeronautic industry, which doubt- 
less will offer attractive connections tv 
experienced pilots and administrators.” 

Furlow said the bill would create an 
air corps promotion list and that he 
hoped Lindbergh would be able to ap- 
pear before the committee upon his 
next visit to the Capitol, probably later 
this week.

NEW PETITIONS ARE FILED 


Charleston, W. Va., March 19 (A.P.) 
The decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the lake cargo 
rate case was assailed and defended in 
Federal District Court here today. 

Arguments were presented before Cir- 
cult Court Judges John J. Parker and 
Elliot Northcutt and District Judge 
George W. McClintic, of Southern West 
Virginia, supporting and opposing a 
petition by Southern coal operators 


who seek an injunction to restrain the 
commission from preventing Southern 
railroads from making a reduction in 
freight rates to the Northwest effec- 
tive. 

Lines were drawn anew for a continu- 
ance of the economic dispute termed 
by one of counsel as “strife between 
States for commercial supremacy,” as 
interested organizations from the terr!- 
tories involved filed petitions to inter- 
vene on one side or the other of the 
court action to test the power of the 
commission. 

Counsel for the coal producers of 
Southern West Virginia, Kentucky 
Tennessee and Virginia, and those of 
various intervening orgenizations com- 
pleted arguments supporting the plea 
for a restraining order and the first 
argument upholding the authority of 
the commission and opposition to the 
injunction was made by P. J. Farrell, 
counsel for the commission. Blackburn 
Esterline, assistant to the Solicitor 
General of the United States remained 
to be heard on behalf of the commis- 
sion when court adjourned tonight. 

At the outset of the hearing,’ the 
Government and the various Southern 
railroads filed answers to the operators’ 
bill. 

Submitting an answer on behalf of 
the Government, Esterline sought dis- 
missal of the action on the ground 
that the coal producers can not assert 
rights of the railroads since it was the 
railroads that the order affected and 
the carriers had refused either to join 
the operators in the action or to file 
&@ separate suit. His question as to the 
Jurisdiction of the court on that 
ground was met by E. L. Greever, 
counsel for the operators; with the 
statement that the Government of the 
United States had “sent its lawyer 
down here to come into court and tell 
you that the operators have no right 
to ask you for an Injunction to save 
their life’s blood.” 

The railroads, the Chesapeake 
Ohio, Norfolk & Western, 
Nashville and Cincinnatl,

effect if the court approved.

RULE “LIBERALIZED” 


New Regulation Places Re- 
sponsibility for ““Leaks” 
Upon Rabbi. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Baltimore, Md., March 19.—New reg- 
ulations for the distribution of sacra- 
mental wine by rabbis have been placed 
into effect, it was announced by John 
F. J. Herbert, prohibition administra- 
tor for Maryland and the District of 
Columbia. With regard to permits to 
Withdraw wine from Government-con- 
trolled storage warehouses, the regula- 


tions have been liberalized, Mr. Her- 
bert said, but in distribution the regu- 
lations tend to place greater responsi- 
billy for “leaks” upon the permitee.

CHILBLAINS,

Which some part of the body, usually 
the foot, has been sensitized to cold. 
There is history of exposure and some- 
times of a frozen toe, or something of 
that kind. Following this experience, 
fHr years afterward the individual suf- 
fers an attack of chilblains whenever 
his feet are unduly chilled. Sudden 
changes of temperature precipitates an 
attack. For example, a man having 
been out in the weather comes into 
th> house and toasts his feet before an 
open fire, or places them close to a 
hot radiator. The feet begin to tingle 
with pain; or itching becomes very un- 
pleasant; or the skin may turn white 
or black or blisters may form.

Treatment is of two kinds—the treat- 
ment of an attack and the prevention 
of attacks. If there are blisters they 
Should not be opened if it can be 
avoided. If they must be opened, a 
sterilized needle should be used, and 
the puncture should be made well to 
the side of the raised skin. After the 
removal of the fluid the “circus tent” 
skin should be left on as long as it 
will stay. Dry dressing should be used. 

If there are no blisters the only thing 
to do is to decrease the discomfort. 
Por this, some use ar ointment con- 
taining carbolic acid. This is very 
effective, but it is a little dangerous. 
It should not be used if the skin is 
raw, and it can be used too freely on 
geome skins. Menthol ointments are 
Jess effective, but they are safer. Many

The Jones bill granting Saturday 
half holidays the year round to certain 
Government employes was favorably re- 
ported yesterday by the Senate Civil 
Service committee. 

The bill grants a half holiday on Sat- 
urdays to all laborers, helpers, skilled 
and semiskilled workmen and me- 
chanics in the Federal service, exclu- 


sive of those employed in the Postal 
service and the Government Printing 
Office. Other bills have been intro- 
duced providing a half holiday for the 
workers in the Postal] service and the 
Government Printing Office. 

The Senate might have taken action 


on the bill yesterday, but Senator 
Curtis, the majority leader, suggested 
that it be placed on the calendar and 
considered later.

Fearing that agitators may arouse 
feeling here against the Hungarian 
government, Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, Su- 
perintendent of Police, has surrounded 
the Hungarian Kossuth Commission 
with one of the strongest police guards 
ever called upon to’ protect a visiting 
foreign delegation. 

With the White House surrounded 
by 50 Metropolitan police, 12 .addi- 
tional White House guards and a spe- 
clal detail of Park police, the commis- 
sion called upon President Coolidge 
yesterday morning. Shortly after the 
delegation arrived a party of Hunga- 
rian pickets bearing placards criticis- 
ing the Horthy government began to 
march down West Executive avenue.
